MITI Drafts Bill 
On Waste Disposal 


The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry has prepar- 
ed a draft bill dealing with the 
disposition of industrial wastes. 

The bill, which will be sub- 
mitted to the forthcoming Diet, 
will supplement a similar bill 
drawn up by the Economic 
Planning Agency providing for 
measures against contamination 
of river and other waters in the 
vicinity of industrial plants. 

The MITI bill will provide for 
proper disposal of wastes and 
prevention of harm to fish and 
other marine life. 

According to the draft bill, 
companies planning the estab- 
lishment or relocation of indus- 
trial facilities whose Wastes may 
prove erage to marine life 
must appiy to the ministry con- 
cerned 40 days before work on 
the project begins. 

The bill grants 
ment authority to order a tem- 
porary halt to factory opera- 
tions whenever liquid or solid | 
wastes from their facilities are 
suspected of polluting surround- 
ing waters, 

When the addition of disposal 
units at the factories or remodel- 
ing work involves the outlay of 
huge expenses, financial aid may 
be extended by the Government, 
according to bill.

Dollar Shortage 


Hampers P.l. 


NEW YORK (AP)—Hamper- 
ed by a continuing shortage of 
dollars, the Philippines are 
looking to the “soft currency” 
countries of Europe and Asia 


for goods supplied traditional 
ly by the United States. 
“This is a mecessity,” said 


Primitivo Lovina, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of 
the Philippines, in an interview 
Wednesday. 


To be able to trade more with 
the nondoHar areas, Lovina said 
the Philippine Government had 
to set up a multiple exchange 
reserve. “This will enable us 
to trade with European coun- 
tries and our Asian neighbors 
on the basis of their respective 
currencies,” he s@gid. 

Lovina said the chamber of 
commerce already has urged 
the administration of President 
Carlos P. Garcia to set up this 
multiple exchange reserve. 


“We have to do this,” he 
pointed out, “especially since 
we have such a scarcity of 
dollars.” 

Lovina said trade between 
‘the Philippines and Buropean 
countries such as West Ger- 
many, Switzerland, Belgium, 


the United Kingdom, Sweden 
and Spain “could increase by 
about 30 per cent over the pres- 
ent level within two years,” if 
the exchange reserve were es- 
tablished, 


The Philippines, Lovina said, 
aiso were interested in boosting 
trede with Japan, Malaya, Viet- 
nam and Hongkong. 

“This does not mean we want 
to curtail trading with the 
United States,” Lovina said. 
“But it would help us buy goods 
which we have to pay for in 
dollars now, and at the same 
time increase our exports. Of 
course, it will have some effect 
on our trade with America,” 

Referring to the wave of na- 
tionalization which had swept 
the island republic two to three 
years ago, Lovina said: “We 
seem to be soft-pedaling the is- 
sue now. The retail trade has 
been nationalized, but other 
moves are being slowed down.” 


The retail trade nationaliza- 
tion three years ago mainly af- 


fected the large Chinese com- 
munity in the Philippines and 
evoked strong protests from 


| the Nationalist Chinese Govern- 
;ment in Taipei. The action also 


cut the inflow of possible for- 
eign capital into the islands.

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Summit Conference Plan 


Mr, Khrushchev has accepted the proposal for a sum- 


mit conference 


in New York within 


the United Nations 


security Council on three conditions, namely, that Indian 


Prime Minister Nehru and 


representatives

countries concerned with the Middle East crisis take part, 
that the three big Western powers be represented by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, Prime Minister Macmillan and Premier 
Charles de Gaulle respectively, and that no resolutions be 
introduced into or voted on in the session unless they arise 


from previous agreements. 


We do not see any serious objection to these condi- 
tions, provided that the conference itself rests on a sound 
basis. But on this point we are frankly doubtful. Can the 


fact that heads of State are 
where the usual delegates 
failed to agree? For after 
their Governments and are 
instructions. 


to take part secure agreement 
to the Security Council have 
all, these delegates represent 
bound by those Governments’ 
Is it to be supposed that in this new form 


of conference, one or another of the heads of State will 
suddenly climb down from a previously taken stand? How- 
ever, the international situation today is so serious that 


most people will be inclined to say “we can but try.” 


But 


failure to agree—unless some effective face-saving device 
can be found--may only serve to aggravate the present 


tensions. 


Mr. Khrushchev has suggested next Monday for the 
New York meeting, but this seems impossible under all the 


circumstances, 


Nor will it be an easy matter to choose 


adequate rules for a meeting of a kind for which there 


is no precedent. 


There will also be a problem for the New 


York authorities of taking special security steps needed for 


a meeting of this importance. 


An important question 
should be in public. 


is whether the conference 


We can hardly imagine that impas- 


sioned speeches at top level would serve any good pur- 
pose while anything in the nature of a “scene” would be 


positively harmful. 


What is generally expected is that 


private talks will be conducted in the background and 
that if anything can be agreed upon during their course 
it will be duly reported to the conference. 

Mr. Khrushchev’s invitation to Mr. Nehru to participate 
may be regarded in some quarters as designed to offset 
the presence of Nationalist China in the Security Council, 
but we think it is generally recognized that the Indian 
Prime Minister is“a moderating influence and his presence 


might serve to’keep talks at a high level. 


He is not likely 


to Say or do anything that would make the conference a 
Sort of propaganda batile royal, although whether Mr. 
Khrushchev himself can be restrained in this regard is a 


moot point. 


In his letter to President Eisenhower the So- 


viet leader allowed himself to renew the charge that the 
Western powers had committed aggression in the Middle 
East, but he can hardly expect the President of the United 
siates to agree to be a defendant at the conference. 

We believe that the only way the proposed conference. 
or any accompanying behirid-the-scenes talks, can result 
in Success is to make a clean sweep of all past recrimina- 
tions and to approach the problems of the Middle Kast 
from a constructive point of view. 


What can be done to improve the living conditions of 


the people of the Middie East? 


That, as everyone who has 


visited or lived in that region must know, is the real 


issue that calls for attention. 


Unfortunately, concentra- 


tion on international cooperation to that end may cut across 
the personal ambitions of some of the leading figures on 


the political stage. 


We do not know whether President Nasser will be 
one of those to go to New York to participate in the con- 
ference. If he does, he can hardly refuse to accept inter- 
national action, if such proves possible, although his pet- 
Sonal prestige might suffer in the Arab countries where 
enthusiasts appear to expect him to do something dramatic. 
Mere agreement to cooperate in an international peace 
plan for the Middle East, even if it expressed general good- 
will to greater Arab unity, would not be regarded by them 


as such. 


Whatever misgivings we may have as to the possi. 
bility of a summit conference hastily called in New York 
to initiate a permanent movement for the pacification and 
development of the Middle East. it does appear that the 
actual situation on the spot has improved somewhat. The 
remark of the New York Times that the conflict “which 
ran the risk of being a shooting war, has now entered the 
realm of diplomacy” seems justified. The trouble is that 
the exercise of diplomacy more frequently leads to tem- 
porary patching up of difficult situations than te the solu- 
tion of fundamental problems, 


What has happened In the past in the Middle 


East is 


that there have been many “patchings up” but few effec- 


tive solutions. 


The one bold stroke that was made after 


World War II was the setting up of the State of Israel. 
Unfortunately it was a decision that rent the Arab soul 


in two. 


If the proposed conference meets in New York, we 
-would urge the powers not to be satisfied until further 


measures are set afoot that will really settle 


problems.

Flaws in Labor Law? 


Issue of Ratification of ILO Accord Arouses Political Attention 


A legal question, a rather 
technical one, is attracting 
political attention recently. It 
will continue to command at- 
tention at least for some time 
to come, 

The question revolves around 
the expert view that some pro- 
visions of the Japanese labor 
laws are in conflict with an 
International. Labor Organiza- 
tion's convention, which Japan 


wantits to ratify as a member of 
that U.N. agency. 

The International Labor Or- 
ganization, dedicated: to world 


peace through social justice, is 
endeavoring to assure fair labor 
practices on a worldwide scale. 
The suspected contravention 
therefore poses a challenge to 
reexamine the Japanese laws in 


the light of the ILO conyen- 
tion. 

Japan's postwar labor legisla- 
tions are on the whole based 
upon progressive democratic 
ideas, The nation has not sus- 


pected, therefore, that the labor 
laws are falling short of the 
international concept of fair 
labor practices, 

How in Conflict 


Aside from the pending legis- 
lation on minimum wages, fair 
labor practices are usually con- 
sidered here in terms of law en- 
forcement. tut the question, 
which is now drawing altten- 
tion, is concerned with the law 
itself. 

The Labor Problem Céuncil, 
advisory organ to the Labor 
Minister, is now studying if and 
how the Japanese labor laws 
come in conflict with the ILO 
convention. The technical re- 
port by its subcommittee is ex- 


pected to be made on Aug. 
19. We have to look further 
ahead to the council's recoin- 
mendation itvelfi on’ the main 


question as to whether Japan 


should ratify the IifO conven- 
tion at this time. 

The ILO convention in ques- 
tion is known as convention 


87 or the convention concerning 
freedom of association and pro- 
tection of the right to organize. 
It assures workers’, as weil as 
employers’ right to establish or 
“join an organization of their 
own choosing without previous 
authorization.” 
Will Lose Force 

If this convention is ratified, 
any provisions in Japanese laws 
in contravention of it will lose 
its force in accardance with the 
Constitution, which recognizes 
the higher validity of interna-

Sohyo Plans Showdown 


The General Council of Japan 
Trade Unions (Sohyo) is ex- 
pected to step up militant tac- 
tics under a new action pro- 
gram directed by new leader- 
ship elected at its five-day na- 
tional convention which ended 
yesterday. 

The main-current faction of 
the Sohyo, centering around 
the new chairman, Kaoru Ota, 
and new secretary general, Aki- 
ra Iwai, has already declared 


that Sohyo will wage a “show- 
down” battle with the Govern- 


ment and management in the 
1959 spring struggle, 

Emphasis will be placed on 
the struggle against the en- 
forcement of the teachers’ effi- 
ciency rating system, unemploy- 
ment and production curtail- 
ment. 

Sohyo is expected to also or- 
ganize broad struggles aimed at 
forcing the Government to re- 
store diplomatic relations with 
Communist China. 

Ota said yesterday that the 
struggles Sohyo is planning to 
organize this yearend and early 
next year “will assume the pro- 
portions of a general strike.” 

This declaration of a tactical 
switch from “low-toned” to 
“militant” struggles by the lead- 
ership was necessary for it to 
masntain its power in the face 
of a growing influence of 
anti-lieadership -groups, which 
openly charged the main-cur- 
renters with following a “luke- 
warm” policy.

BANGKOK (EP) — Overseas 
Chinese merchants in Thailand 
have thus far gteeted Commu- 
nist China’s determined bid for 


trade leadership in Southeast 
Asia with guarded skepticism. 


There is as yet no wild scram- 
bie for cheap merchandise 
dumped in recent weeks on the 


Thai market by the Chinese 
Communists. 

One of the main deterrents to 
Communist trade expansion in 


Thailand igs the passive and in- 
different attitude of 3 million 
cverseas Chinese in thé country 
to Peipinys overtures. 

It is still politically advan- 
tageous for the Chinese in Thai- 
land, whb control the main 
bulk of the country’s trade, to 
toe cautious when it comes to 
business with the Chinese Com- 
munists. The Communists still 
onerate underground. The 
Thai authorities as well as well 
equally influential Chinese trade 
groups frown upon those who 
deal openly with the Reds. 

The Chinese Communists, it 
may be recalled, made a brief 
unsuccessful attempt to. estab- 
lish a firm hold in Thailand fol- 
lowing the end of World 
War If. Most of the known 
Communists were driven out of 
the country in a nationwide 
purge in the few years preced- 
ing the war. “A case jn point is 
the expulsion of Chu Kwang, 
now mavor of Canton. who at 
one time was top coordinator of 
Communist. activities in Bang- 
kok. 

Thailand is also one of the 
few countries in Southeast Asia 
where the Chinese Communists’ 
do not own a party paper. One
